Zeroing in on Freeway Ramps 


New Vision Zero efforts to make streets safer focus on an oft-neglected part of SoMa's infrastructure.

It was shortly after 1 a.m. on 
June 15, 2014, and Wilbert Williams 
was asleep in his tent. He’d set it up 
where many unhoused people do: next 
to a freeway ramp in SoMa, a spot sel- 
dom disturbed by disgruntled neighbors 
calling the cops. On Fifth Street between 
Bryant and Harrison sits a small, curved 
cement park, sandwiched between the 
two highway ramps and surrounded by a 
low, three-foot wall. It was this wall that 
Jaime Juarez flew over in his 2001 Toy- 
ota SUV that night. He crashed into Wil- 
liams’ tent, immediately killing the 
62-year-old as he slept. 

Four years later, the ramps off 
Fifth Street are largely unchanged. 
Safe-streets advocates have for years 
asked for improvements to the on- 
and-off ramps to San Francisco’s major 
highways, most of which are in SoMa. 
Now, thanks to a new grant, 10 of 
those are under review for some seri- 
ous safety improvements. 

Freeway ramps are far less sexy 
projects to tackle than other trou- 
blesome streets in San Francisco, yet 
every one of the 10 under study sits 
on a high-injury corridor, or the 13 
percent of city streets that account for 
70 percent of serious or fatal traffic 
collisions. Each has its own dangers: 
faded or nonexistent pedestrian or 
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bicycle infrastructure, yield signs in- 
stead of stop lights, long crossing dis- 
tances for pedestrians, or steep, short 
ramps that don’t give much time for 
reduced speed — all of which can be 
compounded by the gloomy darkness 
of overhead freeways. 

It’s clear when looking at most of 
these ramps that they were designed 
with a vehicle-first mentality, despite 
the fact that they exist in densely 
packed neighborhoods. But even 
there, they often fail. Stand at the 
Fifth and Bryant intersection during 
rush hour and watch how many cars 
accidentally find themselves in the 
wrong lane. 

There are many reasons freeway 
ramps have been left on the back 
burner, not least of which is that any 
changes made must be done as a col- 
laboration between Caltrans, which 
supports our state’s highways, the 
San Francisco County Transportation 
Authority, and the San Francisco Mu- 
nicipal Transportation Agency. If you 
think the SFMTA is slow, try getting 
three transit agencies together in one 
room. 

But change is imminent, with in- 
depth studies on solutions already 
under way. Leading much of these 
efforts is Colin Dentel-Post, a senior 
transportation planner with the SFC- 
TA. The agency has already conducted 
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The intersection of Fifth and Bryant 
has faded crosswalks, making it 
more dangerous for pedestrians 
crossing the freeway on-ramp.

one local freeway ramp study, and 
thanks to a Caltrans grant, is now fo- 
cused on a second. To select the inter- 
sections, Dentel-Post and his team had 
the not-so-fun task of perusing police 
reports of collisions to carefully map 
out exactly what happened, where, 
and why. More than 800 people took 

a freeway survey, and the SFCTA met 
with community groups, sent mailers 
to neighbors, and tabled to catch pass- 
ers-by. Through all that time-consum- 
ing information gathering, a plan is 
beginning to take shape. 

“It’s a fun project to engage people 
on because they’re pretty passionate 
about their intersections,” Dentel-Post 
says. We got some good ideas from 
people, like flashing beacons at off 
ramps where there isn’t a traffic light, 
like at 13th and Mission, or on Sev- 
enth and Eighth where there are yield 
signs.” 

One of those groups collaborating 
with the SFCTA to determine pedes- 
trian safety improvements is Walk SF. 
Community Organizer Natasha Opfell 
brings a critical walking-focused ap- 
proach to the designs, which she says 
are “an amazing start.” 

Incorporated into all of the de- 
sign drafts so far, she notes, are 
data-backed improvements. There’s 
a 47-percent reduction in collisions 
at zebra-striped crosswalks over 
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The 10 intersections under review by the SFCTA. 


non-striped ones, for example. When 

there’s a good, solid cement refuge is- 

land in the middle of a crosswalk, that 
can reduce collisions by 56 percent. 

Science aside, some other existing 
design flaws are just common sense. 
At the Eighth and Bryant on-ramp, 
only three sides of the intersection 
have crosswalks, meaning that if 
someone walks along the north side 
of the street they need to navigate 
through three full light cycles to con- 
tinue their journey. 

“It’s so unintuitive. You have to 
make the streets work for how people 
use them,’ Opfell says, noting that 
people who are in a rush to work or 
have to catch a bus will be tempted to 
dash across the street, even without 
a crosswalk. While that might seem 
like a user error, “The onus is on the 
designers.” 

When looking at all of these inter- 
sections with freeways and neighbor- 
hoods it’s difficult to ignore the popu- 
lations disproportionately affected by 
the dangerous designs. The Division 
Circle Navigation Center, at South Van 
Ness Avenue and 13th Street, has 126 
beds adjacent to a freeway on-ramp. 
Sidewalks are missing around much of 
the property, which was originally de- 
signed for cars and not people, and the 
crosswalks across 13th Street nearby 
are wide and dark. A new Navigation 


Center is set to open at Fifth and 
Bryant — a busy freeway off-ramp — 
next year. 

Williams was far from the only un- 
housed person to be killed near free- 
way ramps in the past few years. In 
2018, at least three marginally housed 
or homeless people — Russell Frank- 
lin, Gregory Blackman, and Modesto 
Fergurdo — were killed by drivers. In 
2017, ten percent of the people killed 
in traffic collisions were homeless, 
despite being only one percent of the 
city’s population. With the old adage 
that most traffic collisions occur close 
to home, it makes sense that our 
homeless population — continually 
swept underneath freeways and out 
of sight — are at high risk of being in- 
jured or killed near our freeway ramps. 

But change is on the way. Den- 
tel-Post and his team are making their 
community-suggested revisions to the 
designs, to be finalized by early next 
year. As for a timeline, everyone is 
aware that speed is of the essence. 

“We made recommendations tar- 
geted at things that could be done 
in the near-term for safety,” he says. 
“Ideally, five years or less.”

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A Walk in the Parkiet

No new parklets have been approved 
in San Francisco for years. Those parking space- 
sized public spaces, beloved by Valencia Street 
coffee sippers and loathed by motorists searching 
for parking spots, have not seen a new addition 
since the San Francisco Planning Department 
last accepted parklet proposals in 2015. 

But they announced last week they’re seek- 
ing some more. 

“San Francisco Planning, in coordination 
with agency partners from Public Works and 
SFMTA, has relaunched the San Francisco 
Parklet Program,’ the department said in an 
Oct. 31 release. “The Program is now accepting 
proposals for new parklets at any time through- 
out the year.” 

Under the previous system, parklet propos- 
als were only accepted once every two years, and 
during a tiny six-week window. Now, anyone can 
apply to build a parklet anytime at Parklets.org. 

San Francisco is credited as being the birth- 
place of parklets — both the legal and outlaw 
versions. The whole idea started as a September 
2005 effort called Park(ing) Day, when two 
activists hogged a parking space all day at First 
and Mission streets, decorating it with astroturf 
and a bench, and feeding the parking meter for 
hours and hours. 

By the following year, artists across town 
and in other cities across the nation duplicated 
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the gag. San Francisco turned this momentum 
into the nation’s first permanent parklet permit 
process in 2010, and there are now nearly 50 
approved parklets in the city. 

You can get a parklet approved too, but it’s a 
ton of work before you're even allowed to break 
ground. Under the new parklet application sys- 
tem, you'll need to submit a complex site plan 
with all your design concepts. Your designer 
must be selected in advance, and of course, you 
need permission from the property owner. 

Your proposal has to detail how many park- 
ing spaces the project will occupy, how many 
parking meters would be removed, and whether 
your project would affect any bike lanes. Appli- 
cants are required to have consent from adja- 
cent property owners, and perform extensive 
community outreach to get all the neighbors 
on board. The proposal has to be reviewed by 
the SFMTA, the Planning Department, and the 
Department of Public Works. Even if they all 
approve it, you'll still have to post public no- 
tices, and anyone can object to or appeal your 
permits. 

And this process is not free. It costs about 
$3,000 in permit and inspection fees before you 
can even start building your parklet, and those 
costs are likely to skyrocket once construction 
begins. 

“Our final total was something around 
$15,000,” says Olivia Ong, owner of Luna 
Rienne Gallery, whose front parklet was estab- 
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lished in 2011. (Subsequent redesigns of that 
parklet have been financed through crowdfund- 
ing and private donations.) “They’re not cheap, 
and we put a lot of blood, sweat, and tears into 
it. But we feel we reap a lot of benefits from it, 
as do our neighbors. 

“There has been some vandalism,” Ong ad- 
mits. “Luckily, no one’s used it as a permanent 
living space or driven into it.” 

Parklets are not entirely risk free; in 2011, 
an Oakland parklet was completely uprooted 
and had its patio and all of its furniture stolen 
overnight. A SoMa parklet had to be removed in 
2014 when it was plagued with public drug use, 
outdoor sex, and incessant piles of trash. 

But that’s not the norm, and most sponsors 
are delighted with their investment in public 
space. Luna Rienne Gallery has turned the 
former parking space into a venue for LitCrawl 
events, kiddie pools during Sunday Streets, 
and watching parties for Warriors and Giants 
playoff games. 

“We have people from all over the world 
come and interview us about parklets,” Ong 
says. The fact that it started in San Francisco 
is really cool and innovative. It’s great that oth- 
er cities are looking at us as this model for how 
to create community.”

Couple Pays 
$2.25M for Illegal 
Airbnb Empire 


Instead of freeing up housing stock when 
they were first caught in 2014, the Lees 
immediately returned to operating a chain 
of short-term rentals.

The City Attorney’s Office has once again 
settled with a couple who illegally ran a chain of Airbnb 
rentals, this time nabbing $2.25 million in penalties. 

Darren and Valerie Lee agreed to the settlement 
before facing a court appearance on Monday. City 
Attorney Dennis Herrera’s issued a $5.5 million 
lawsuit, brought forward for renting out 14 units 
on Airbnb for almost a year. The Lees are forbidden 
from renting out the 17 buildings they own or man- 
age in San Francisco as short-term rentals at least 
until May 2025. 

“The Lees are some of the most egregious, repeat 
violators of the city’s short-term rental laws,” said 
Kevin Guy, director of the Office of Short-Term 
Rentals, in a statement. “They have taken units off 
of the market that should be reserved for long-term 
San Francisco residents. It is extremely gratifying to 
see them being brought to account for their actions.” 

This isn’t the couple’s first rodeo with the city’s 
top lawyer. In April 2014, Herrera sued the Lees for 
unlawfully converting units at 3073-3075 Clay St. to 
short-term rentals after using the Ellis Act to evict 
tenants. They settled a year later and agreed to pay 
$276,000 — about an eighth the cost of Monday’s 
settlement. 

A court-ordered injunction in 2015 prevented 
the Lees from operating short-term rentals in their 
17 buildings holding more than 45 units. The couple 
flagrantly violated it more than 5,000 times in the 
first 11 months of that injunction, a two-year inves- 
tigation by the City Attorney’s Office found. 

In what the City Attorney’s Office called an “elab- 
orate scheme,’ the Lees had friends, families, and 
associates who didn't live at any of the 14 units pose 
as tenants or Airbnb hosts, complete with fake leas- 
es and damp towels “artfully draped over the doors 
as if someone had recently showered.” Curiously, 
they chose to scatter the same Costco food items, 
arrange dirty dishes in the same manner, stock the 
same clothes and shoes in closets, and use the same 
houseplants. 

The Lees made back the fine they paid in 2015 
and then some, pocketing more than $700,000 from 
short-term rentals during that time. Asa result, a 
big handful of the mostly Western Addition and Mis- 
sion units were kept off the market while the rest of 
the city struggled through a housing crisis. 

Herrera asked a Superior Court judge in May to 
fine the couple $5.5 million for violating the court 
orders, in order to reduce incentive for other land- 
lords with similar ideas — though far less than the 
$30 million that could have been incurred if each 
violation were penalized a maximum of $6,000 each. 

“The serious financial penalty is an important 
deterrent,’ Herrera said in a statement. “It sends a 
clear message to those looking to illegally profit off 
of San Francisco’s housing crisis: Don’t try it. We will 
catch you.” 
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Army Vet Finds 
Second Life 
in Cannabis 


How Socrates Rosenfeld went 
from piloting Apache helicopters 
to partnering with dispensaries. 


Ask someone to envision what 
the “face of cannabis” might look like, and 
they’re probably not going to imagine Soc- 
rates Rosenfeld. 

Clean-cut, tan, and muscular, he does 
not resemble the caricature of an aging 
hippie selling plastic-wrapped brownies. 
Thankfully, that misguided trope is be- 
ginning to fade, but it still might come 
as a surprise to learn that a respected 
military veteran serves as CEO of a can- 
nabis-technology company. 

A West Point graduate, Rosenfeld is 
a Boston native who served in both Ko- 
rea and Iraq. Originally commissioned 
into the military as an Apache helicop- 
ter pilot, he later trained to be part of 
the U.S. Army Rangers. However, it 
wasn't until Rosenfeld had left active 
duty to attend graduate school at MIT 
that he first tried cannabis. 

“T was 29 the first time I consumed 
it,” Rosenfeld confirms. “I used cannabis 


for the first time ever in hopes of trying 
to turn down the volume of my inten- 
sity level.” 

While Rosenfeld counts himself for- 
tunate to have ended his military ten- 
ure with his health intact, he believes 
it’s important for people to understand 
that as a veteran, you don’t need to 
suffer from PTSD for cannabis to offer 
medicinal value. 

“It allowed me to really find bal- 
ance and presence again,” he explains. 
“T think, if you talk to most military 
veterans, they'll tell you that what 
cannabis allows is the ability to connect 
with your own self again, outside of the 
uniform.” 

As Rosenfeld continued to use can- 
nabis, his education at MIT provided 
an irresistible opportunity to combine 
two passions. After spending a few 
years as a consultant for Silicon Valley’s 
McKinsey & Company, he decided to 
launch Jane Technologies — a company 
determined to become an 
Amazon for pot. 

Almost immediately, 
Rosenfeld learned that 
the regulations surround- 
ing cannabis would make 
modifying the blueprint for 
the world’s most dominant 
online marketplace insuf- 
ficient. 

“It ended up being a 
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blessing in disguise that we couldn't 
just copy Amazon,” Rosenfeld says. 
“Due to regulations, we actually had to 
invent a new form of e-commerce.” 

In a sense, Jane is similar to canna- 
bis delivery heavyweights Eaze in that 
neither company actually sells cannabis. 
In Jane’s case, the site allows users to 
reserve products for pick-up — or in 
states like California, with legal delivery 
markets — to connect with a dispensa- 
ry to arrange for a drop-off. 

Now operating in 19 states and 
working with nearly 500 dispensaries, 
there can be no question of Jane’s 
success, but what truly separates Ros- 
enfeld’s idea from the competition is 
the opportunity to know what a store 
actually has on its shelves at a given 
moment. 

Jane’s ability to integrate the re- 
al-time inventory of a dispensary into 
its marketplace means the next time 
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you have a hankering for your favorite 
brand of CBD supplement or need 

to re-up on a beloved strain, you can 
check to see who actually has it in stock 
before leaving home. It’s the kind of 
convenience that we’ve come to expect 
in most other areas of retail. 

However, perhaps more important 
than what Jane Technologies does is 
the story of the man running the show. 
Yes, the hippie pothead cliché is behind 
us, but subtler stigmas remain. 

For one, there’s the idea that only 
the most severely afflicted military vet- 
erans stand to benefit from cannabis. 
Now 36, Rosenfeld is a distinguished 
member of the armed forces who found 
relief in cannabis and decided to make 
career of it. 

“Another thing Jane provides is a 
platform,” Rosenfeld says. “It allows 
me, as a veteran, to share with the 
world my personal experience with can- 

nabis, and why this medicine is 
so valuable to me and so many 
of my friends.” 

The marketplace is also, in 
essence, a platform for users to 
vote with their dollars on the 
products they support. From 
parents purchasing the popular 
tincture known as Charlotte’s 
Web to alleviate their children’s 
epilepsy symptoms to fellow 
veterans with an affinity for 
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a specific hybrid flower to treat their 
physical and emotional needs, Jane is 
focused on giving the power of choice 
back to the consumer. 

Rosenfeld is also out to disprove 
the notion that the technology in- 
dustry’s interest in cannabis is purely 
profit-driven. To be certain, for many 
companies that’s entirely true, but 
Rosenfeld is perhaps indicative of an- 
other type of entrepreneur — one who 
sets out to do something the right way 
before someone else makes a mess of 
things. 

“My team and I don’t want to 
squander this opportunity by making 
the same mistakes as other tech com- 
panies,” he says. “In the next decade, 
we will all have to look back and ask 
ourselves what we did that directly 
shaped this industry. In a time like it 
is today, when there’s so much conflict 
and so much tension between different 
parties and demographics, one thing 
that seems to tie us all together is a 
love and need for cannabis. If we can 
provide access to those people in a safe, 
legitimate manner, man, it’s an absolute 
blessing and we're really grateful for the 
opportunity.”

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Consequences 
of vehicular 
homicide 


This week’s question comes from 
Jane in San Rafael, who asks: 


:“IT am an avid bicyclist and 

supporter of the Marin and 
San Francisco Bike Coalitions. It is 
frightening to ride on city streets. 
Last week, there was a DUI related 
fatality in Marin and another bike 
death in Windsor. What does the law 
do to punish people that kill bicy- 
clists? Maybe letting readers know of 
the penalties might help them think 
twice and prevent more of these 
deaths.” 


: Jane, as a supporter of the 

Marin, Oakland, and San Fran- 
cisco Bike Coalitions who rides with 
his children, Iam horrified to see 
the increase in injury and death oc- 
curring in the cycling community. I 
am intimately familiar with the case 
in Windsor: we have been retained 
to represent the family of the young 
woman who was killed by a large 


truck. The Marin case, involving the 
drunk driver, is very tragic: people 
ruining their own lives by drinking 
is a shame, and when they kill an 
innocent person, it’s criminal. 

Accidental deaths caused by mo- 
tor vehicles generally fall under the 
rubric of vehicular manslaughter 
and, if the driver acts with gross 
negligence and wanton, conscious 
disregard for human life, may also 
be prosecuted as murder. California 
Penal Code Section 192(c) defines 
vehicular manslaughter as the un- 
lawful killing of a human being while: 
(1) driving a vehicle in the commis- 
sion of an unlawful act (not a felony); 
or (2) driving a vehicle in the com- 
mission of a lawful act which might 
produce death in an unlawful man- 
ner. Additionally, causing death while 
perpetrating an accident insurance 
scheme, where the vehicular collision 
was knowingly caused for financial 
gain, may be tried as either vehicular 
manslaughter or murder. If the driver 
is acting lawfully in a lawful manner, 
a resulting death is not considered a 
homicide. 

According to California Penal Code 
Section 193, the sentencing and pun- 
ishment for vehicular manslaughter 
depends upon whether the offense is 
charged as a misdemeanor or felony. 
A misdemeanor vehicular manslaugh- 
ter conviction is punishable by up 
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to one year in county jail. A felony 
vehicular manslaughter conviction 
is punishable by up to six years in 
state prison. We have recently han- 
dled a case on Highway 680 where 
a slow-moving construction crane, 
without its lights on and without 
warning or guides, entered the free- 
way from a staging area directly into 
65 mph traffic, causing death when 
another driver collided into the rear 
of the crane. In that case, the defen- 
dant crane driver plead no contest 
to vehicular manslaughter and was 
subject to a year of house arrest. The 
driver and the insurance company 
representing the business paid many 
millions to compensate the family for 
the loss of their husband/father. 
Cases where the driver was intox- 
icated causing death often command 
more severe penalties. Under Cali- 
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fornia Vehicle Code 23152, it is un- 
lawful for a person who is under the 
influence of any alcoholic beverage 
or drug to drive a vehicle while intox- 
icated, presumed at a blood alcohol 
level of 0.08 percent or more, by 
weight. Commercial drivers, and driv- 
ers carrying passengers in exchange 
for compensation (taxis, Uber, Lyft, 
etc.) are presumed to be intoxicated 
if they have a blood alcohol level of 
.04 percent or more. Gross vehicular 
manslaughter while intoxicated, if 
committed without malice is pun- 
ishable by imprisonment in the state 
prison for up to four years; with 
malice, for up to 10 years. A person 
with one or more prior convictions of 
drunk or reckless driving who causes 
a fatality is subject to imprisonment 
in state prison for a term of 15 years 
to life. 

Gross vehicular manslaughter 
while intoxicated may be charged 
even if the driver’s blood alcohol level 
does not exceed the legal limit, as 
well as when an impaired driver is not 
the sole cause of death. In one case, a 
man with a blood alcohol level of .03 
percent was traveling late at night on 
his way home from a concert, pro- 
ceeded to fall asleep and rear-ended 
a car. After the initial accident, the 
occupants were able to get safely to 
the shoulder, but a truck driver, not 
paying attention, swerved to avoid 


collision with the car and killed the 
passenger of one of the vehicles. 
The impaired driver who caused the 
initial collision was charged with 
gross vehicular manslaughter while 
intoxicated. 

Vehicular manslaughter cases I 
have handled have involved people 
from all races and socioeconomic 
backgrounds. The law doesn’t dis- 
criminate between a rich guy driving 
a Porsche and a poor laborer driving a 
beat-up pickup truck. District Attor- 
neys have little sympathy for drunks 
or unlawful drivers who cause harm 
or death. 

[hope that anyone reading this 
will refrain from driving even if they 
have had “only a couple of beers.” My 
heart and prayers go out to the fami- 
lies of the bicyclists who have been so 
senselessly killed.

But that’s only part of his 60-year quest to stick it to The Man.

alph Steadman still bets 
ona horse to win the Kentucky 
Derby every year. 

It’s a perennial ritual he’s 
kept since the first time he attended 
the seersuckered and fancy-hatted 
soiree with Hunter S. Thompson in 
1970, who was on assignment with a 
little-known publication named Scan- 
lan’s Monthly. Steadman was tasked 
with illustrating the piece, and it would 
be the first of many booze-drenched 
sojourns the pair would make around 
the world. Churchill Downs was also 
the precise birthplace of “Gonzo Jour- 
nalism.” 

The first thing Thompson noticed 
was Steadman’s beard, a beatnik 
goatee beneath his mouth. “What’s 
that growth on your chin?” Steadman 
recalls Thompson asking. “They said 
youd be weird — but not that weird.” 

A curious observation from the 
man who brought us Fear and Loathing 
in Las Vegas. 

In fact, Steadman illustrated that 
feature as well, along with Fear and 
Loathing on the Campaign Trail and sev- 
eral other Thompson classics, many of 
which first appeared in Rolling Stone. 

“It would be very difficult to imag- 
ine any other imagery accompanying 
those pieces,” says Rolling Stone editor 
Jason Fine. “Those images have a lot 
to do with the way those pieces were 
received. I think they just work hand 
in hand.” 

But beyond his groundbreaking 
collaborations with Thompson, Stead- 
man’s illustrations have been found in 
countless publications, including Pri- 
vate Eye, The New Yorker, Esquire, and 
New Statesman. He’s written and illus- 
trated 35 books and provided draw- 
ings alone for many others, including 
reprints of Animal Farm and Alice in 
Wonderland. Through the early aughts, 
he made drawings for “Psychogeogra- 
phy,” British author Will Self’s column 
in The Independent, and in 2012 his life 
was the subject of For No Good Reason, 
a documentary featuring Terry Gilliam 
and Johnny Depp. 

As part of the “Satire Boom” in the 
early 1960s, Steadman is a key figure 
in British graphic art. He’s a painter, 

a musician, a set designer for TV and 
theater, and he’s made illustrations for 
wine and beer labels — most notably 






those found on bottles from Flying 
Dog Brewery. As an artist, he dabbles 
in commercial work — a limited-edi- 
tion Breaking Bad box set, for instance 
— but never faltered in his countercul- 
ture leaning. Behind all this, his bones 
are filled with an irreverent and vicious 
disdain for the world’s injustices, and 
it’s something that’s moved him to cast 
maniacal aspersions toward authority 
throughout his entire career. 

His art still cuts deep. And it’s 
not just because of the brilliant, Ror- 
schach-test splatters and wickedly 
precise linework. Steadman remains 
one of the greatest living illustrators 
because the world is just as messed up 
as it was when he started drawing it in 
the first place, and his aesthetic assault 
on crooked politicians and vapid social 
hierarchies rings as true today as it did 
in the 70s. Steadman’s work holds a 
mirror to the murky, violent bits of our 
society, and we can't stop looking. 


He still wears an amulet Thomp- 
son gave him in 1995 to ward off evil 
spirits. It’s an Easter Island-looking head 
that dangles from a string around his 
neck, along with a silver-and-turquoise 
figure he got in Santa Fein 1975 anda 
sage-and-black piece of a mountain in 
Wales, where he spent his childhood. 

SF Weekly caught up with Steadman 
over a series of Skype conversations 
ahead of his latest exhibition, Ralph 
Steadman: A Retrospective, which 
opened on Tuesday at the Haight 
Street Art Center and runs through 
Jan. 20, 2019. After its debut at the 
London Cartoon Museum in 2013, 
the show made its way stateside to 
the Society of Illustrators in New York 
and, this past summer, the Katzen 
Arts Center at American University in 
Washington, D.C. 

Steadman, 82, is spry and mirthful 
throughout the interviews, which 
he conducts from his home studio in 
Kent, England. As the conversation 
oscillates between aphoristic and 
cheeky, you can feel his 60-year career 
oozing out of him. It’s quite apparent 
that he takes great joy in messing with 
a scruffy American reporter (whom 
he describes as looking like a cross 
between Spike Milligan and Peter Sell- 
ers), but his playful jabs never mask 
his kind and gentle spirit. 


His warmth stands in direct con- 
tradiction to his ingenious, deafening 
illustrations, which often produce a 
visceral and unsettling experience. 
And that’s the point. It’s this mainline 
brand of satire that gives his grotesque 
sendups of President Richard Nixon, 
Vice President Spiro Agnew, and the 
drunken, monied gawkers at a Ken- 
tucky horse race 50 years ago such last- 
ing and contemporary appeal. 

“Nixon was a good subject for draw- 
ing. He was an unpleasant man, with 
a stupid nose for cartoonists to draw. 
He had a ski-slope,” Steadman says. “I 
really didn’t like him, but at least he 
was a proper politician, even though he 
was a crook. Trump isn’t a politician at 
all. He’s just a fat-ass twit.” 

He’s been able to deftly weaponize 
these sentiments — and many others 
like it — by way of an illustrative style 
that’s purely his own. In one drawing, 
he depicts a snarling Nixon leaning 
on a podium as he takes a violent shit 
onto a smaller podium behind him — 
but his ass is a caricature of Agnew. 

In the same spirit, Steadman draws 
Trump as a fat, piglike baby defecating 
blood through a pair of American flag 
undies. Both are currently on display 
at the Haight Street Art Center. 

“T found that I liked the whole idea 
of very careful line drawing, or circles, 
becoming a juxtaposed part of a draw- 
ing with spatters,” Steadman says, 
adding that it produces “something 
that captivates the eye and makes you 
think because there’s that tension in it. 
There’s a sort of splattiness and scrub- 
ble everywhere, and then very carefully 
done pictures in it. ... ’m trying to 
catch the attention of people some- 
how, to look at it a bit closer.” 

Steadman has spent much of his 
career speaking truth to power far be- 
yond the scope of politicians, and the 
roots of his decades-long quest to stick 
it to The Man can be traced back to an 
evil educator from his early schooling 
in Abergele, Wales. 

“T hated authority, because author- 
ity is the mask of violence,” he says. 
“My headmaster was a vicious brute of 
a bastard at the grammar school I went 
to, and he loved to cane us.” 

As proof, he presents a portrait in 
the Skype window of a spindly, wretch- 
ed man wearing a mortarboard and 


clutching a thin, menacing stick. 

The desire to escape the grips of a 
stifling educational environment may 
have spawned Steadman’s obsession 
with flight and flying. He enjoyed 
building model airplanes, and in 1952, 
he left school at the age of 16 to ap- 
prentice as an aircraft engineer at the 
De Havilland Aircraft Company, locat- 
ed in the nearby town of Broughton. 

He despised factory life and only 
lasted a few months. However, he 
picked up valuable draughtsman skills, 
and the technical, geometric lines 
he learned to craft are as pervasive

Steadman published his first 
“pocket cartoon” in the Manchester Eve- 
ning Chronicle in 1956, and by 1959, he 
was working as a staff cartoonist for that 
paper, along with the Aberdeen Press 
and Journal. But he didn’t feel at ease. 

“It was during that period that I 
suddenly thought, ‘I don’t like these 
drawings because they’re too quaint, 
too silly. Pd like to bring some activ- 
ity into them, something with more 
emotion, ” he says. 
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He began attending night school 
at East Ham Technical College and 
went deeper into a proper arts edu- 
cation under the teachings of Leslie 
Richardson, a brilliant instructor 
whom Steadman cites as one of his 
lifelong friends and major influences. 
Interestingly enough, Richardson also 
taught well-known illustrator Gerald 
Scarfe, whose illustrations for Pink 
Floyd’s The Wall appear as spiritual 
siblings to Steadman’s frenetic, wild 
linework. 

Scarfe and Steadman spent a great 
deal of time together during this peri- 
od, going to art shows and sketching 
figures from the natural history muse- 
um all while learning the brass tacks of 
formal drawing. 

“It’s not about learning a style, it’s 
about learning to draw and observing 
what you're doing,’ Steadman says. 
“And all those things had a very seri- 
ous effect on me because it became a 
responsibility to learn how to do some- 
thing properly.” 

But as he built this disciplined 
approach, he loosened his stroke and 
learned to embrace the blots, drips, 
and overall “clumsiness” provided by 
an oversaturated pen nib cast wildly 
across a sheet of paper. 

“People say you make a mistake 
if you don't pencil it first, but that’s 
the whole point. If you pencil first it’s 
rather boring,” he says. “There’s no 
such thing as a mistake. A mistake is 
an opportunity to do something else. 
That’s why I sometimes like just splat- 
ting, and letting that become part of 
the work,” he adds. “A splat is a mark 
of intent, isn’t it? And every one is 
different. You never get the same one 
twice.” 

He became a regular contributor to 


Punch, a weekly British satire maga- 
zine, but still felt a certain level of con- 
finement until he finally landed a car- 
toon in the newly founded Private Eye, 
a publication that gave him a much 
longer leash in terms of letting his 
biting political and social commentary 
emerge in his artwork. This is perhaps 
best exemplified in some of his earliest 
work for the publication — a series de- 
picting the seediness of London street 
life dubbed “New London Cries.” 

Steadman’s career picked up speed 
throughout the 1960s, and in 1969, 
he published Still Life with Raspberry, 
his first book of cartoons. But at this 
point, his life was about to get thrown 
into a whiskey-soaked hyperdrive. 
While visiting New York in 1970, J.C. 
Suarez, the art director for Scanlan’s 
Monthly, approached him. The maga- 
zine was gearing up to run an exposé 
of the Kentucky Derby, and had 
dispatched Thompson to write it up. 
Thompson had just made a name for 
himself with 1967’s Hell’s Angels: The 
Strange and Terrible Saga of the Outlaw 
Motorcycle Gangs, in which he lived 
with the gang for a year, chronicling 
the inner workings of their under- 
world. 

The cartoonist who was supposed 
to accompany Thompson had fallen 
through, and Steadman recalls Suarez 
asking him, “How'd you like to go to 
Kentucky and meet an ex-Hell’s Angel 
who just shaved his head?’” Steadman 
took the bait, and after a days-long 
bender, produced a set of explosive 
illustrations, some of which he created 
with lipstick and an eyeliner pencil 
because he left his art supplies in a 
cab in New York. The trip marked the 
beginning of one of journalism’s most 
recognizable partnerships.

“I was the innocent abroad, and I 
remained the innocent abroad for all 
those years,’ Steadman says. 

But this account pretty much falls 
apart upon closer examination of the 
pair’s second assignment for Scanlan’s, 
in which Thompson and Steadman 
were sent to cover the America’s Cup in 
1970. Surprisingly, it was the only time 
Steadman took drugs with Thompson 
—a pill containing psilocybin — and 
only under the impression that it 
might assuage his seasickness. 

Later, Steadman recalls holding a 
can of spray paint with Thompson ina 
rowboat, preparing to write “Fuck the 
Pope” on the side of a multimillion-dol- 
lar boat. They got spooked when a 
dockworker spotted them and fled the 
scene before any vandalism occurred, 
but not before Thompson fired a flare 
gun indiscriminately into the bay to 
cause a diversion. Luckily, the fires that 
broke out on the decks of some of the 
ambushed ships were small and caused 
no permanent damage. 

Innocent, indeed. Thompson would 
later tell a journalist colleague that he 
considered Steadman “far more crazy” 
than he was. “He’s out there,” Thomp-

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son would say, somewhat in wonder. 
“He’s a sick man.” 


Although Steadman didn’t care 
for the psilocybin, he says the experience 
helped him develop illustrations for 
Thompson’s Fear and Loathing in Las Ve- 
gas. Ironically, that was one excursion on 
which Steadman did not accompany 
Thompson. He created the illustrations 
from a manuscript and a deep under- 
standing of the melée attached to any- 
thing within Thompson’s orbit. 

But there were plenty of other 
journeys with Thompson, including 
the 1972 presidential campaign, the 
Watergate hearings, George Foreman 
and Muhammad Ali’s “Rumble in the 
Jungle” in Zaire, and the Honolulu 
marathon. Steadman was one of the 
chosen few that seemed to be able 
to hang with Thompson, and despite 
their differences, he served as some- 
thing of a muse to Gonzo Journal- 
ism’s founding father. 

“I got used to the whole idea of 
him having his breakfast delivered to 
his room, and it was six Bloody Marys 
ona tray, Steadman says. 

He recalls that Thompson would 
usually not want to do anything 
except drink, take drugs, stay up all 
night, and then sleep until 3 p.m. the 
next day. In fact, Steadman would 
typically complete the drawings for 
an assignment well before Thompson 
had even written the first line. 

“It was once I started doing the 
drawings, he felt the need to do 
something then,” Steadman says. “It 
wasn't as though I'd done something 
passive, I’d done something angty ... 
and I think it did inspire him to do 
something. I think he thought, ‘Who 
the fuck is this bloody English bloke 
coming over here and telling me what 
to do?’” 

Steadman’s daughter, Sadie Wil- 
liams, elaborates on the symbiosis 
between her father and Thompson. 
She handles Steadman’s art-related 
affairs and catalogue and acts more 
or less as his manager these days. 

“People don’t realize that it was 
very much a 50-50 collaboration,” she 
says. ‘It wasn't ‘artist-draws-to-writ- 
er’s-specifications. He was just as 
often the catalyst for a thought. But 
the way that Hunter had this knack 
for just putting things would be the 
thing that sparked maybe an entire 
drawing in Dad’s head. It was Dad’s 
job to capture these moments. ... It 
was back and forth. There was always 
a conversation going on.” 

Glimpses of these conversations 
are on display at the retrospective in 
the form of faxed correspondences 
between Steadman and Thompson, 
an element unique to its San Francis- 
co showing. 

“Sometimes it’s quite brutal — 
they weren't very nice to each other 
at all,” Williams says. “But then 
they’d sign it ‘Love, Hunter’ or ‘Love, 
Ralph.’ There was always this sort of 
contradiction. People say they were 
like chalk and cheese, and I think you 
can see that in their conversations. It 


was like spikes. If it was a heart ma- 
chine, it would [show] erratic heart 
movements, not a nice, steady pace of 
friendship.” 

Regardless, a deep kinship existed 
between Steadman and Thompson, 
and they stayed close friends until 
Thompson’s suicide in February 2005. 
Perhaps they got along because they 
shared a problem with authority — 
although, according to Steadman, 
Thompson’s was a bit more nuanced. 

“I think that Hunter was very pa- 
triotic — maybe against his will, but 
he was,” Steadman says. “He loved the 
American flag and he joined the [Air 
Force]. He was like a good schoolboy. 
But all the other stuff, the ‘fear and 
loathing,’ was that suddenly, some- 
thing was messing with his country. 
This Nixon guy was messing with his 
country, and he didn’t like it. And 
that became part of, like, a crusade. 
And I just happened to come along 
at the same time. The kind of thing 
he needed was this kind of drawing, 
which was spiky and to the point.” 

Rolling Stone also believed Stead- 
man’s art was the precise complement 
to Thompson’s words, and served as a 
fertile valley for their partnership to 
grow for many years, until he stopped 
producing work for the magazine 
in the mid-’90s. Editor Jason Fine, 
who’s worked for Rolling Stone for the 
past two decades, further reflects on 
the union of two firebrands. 

“For me personally, and for a lot 
of people, that coverage — first Fear 
and Loathing in Las Vegas but then the 
political coverage that followed it — 
was the perfect way of encapsulating 
the sort of terror, fear, absurdity, 
[and] even humor of those times,” 
Fine tells SF Weekly. “Pairing Hunter 
with Ralph was a pretty explosive 
combination of guys who were able 
to give a pretty radically different 
perspective than you read in most 
newspapers certainly, or in the press 
overall.” 

He says that after a long hiatus, 
Steadman is once again working 
on illustrations for some upcoming 
political coverage in the magazine. 

It makes sense that the magazine’s 
long-lost son of satiric illustration is 
making a return in today’s political 
climate. Perhaps our country needs 
him now more than ever. Fine seems 
to think that way. 

“Some of his work contains these 
exaggerations and this convoluted 
take on reality that really drives the 
point home. One thing I’m thinking 
about right now is how much we’ve 
normalized such awful things and 
these kinds of behaviors that should 
be so unacceptable,” he says. 

“When you look back there are 
certainly a lot of parallels between 
the ’72 election and probably the 
election we are moving towards in 
2020 — which almost looks quaint by 
comparison, Fine continues. “Ralph 
has this ability to take us out of the 
normalization of these things you see 
on the news, and on your feed. You 
become dull to them, and Ralph has a 


way of showing how absurd and terri- 
fying this moment is.” 

This echoes Steadman’s approach 
to dirty politicians. 

“You've got to make them look 
ridiculous,” he says. “You’ve got to 
make people see them making mis- 
takes, doing the wrong thing, not act- 
ing wisely, not acting compassionate- 
ly, but just being a bully and a mean 
son of a bitch.” 

Anita O’Brien is the director and 
curator of the Cartoon Museum in 
London, and curated the original 
retrospective in 2013 along with its 
subsequent iterations, including the 
San Francisco exhibition. She speaks 
to the inborn dynamic tension of 
Steadman’s work following his tenure 
at East Ham Technical College. 

“He was experimenting with all 
these different styles. He had this 
loose style, but also this more con- 
trolled style, and a combination of 
both because he had his background 
in technical drawing when he worked 
for the aviation company,’ she says. 
“He combined that precision with this 
great expansiveness and spontaneity 
that people associate with him. But his 
spontaneity is built on all those years 
of drawing. ... He always says, “There’s 
no such thing as a mistake — it’s an 
opportunity.’ But you need the skill to 
see the opportunity in the mistake.” 

She says Steadman helped 
bridge the gap that existed between 
18th-century British pictorial satirists 
like William Hogarth and James Gill- 
ray and cartoonists and illustrators 
associated with the mid-20th century 
Satire Boom in England. The academy 
has since taken note: Among his long 
list of bona fides, Steadman received 
the American Institute of Graphic Arts 
Illustrator of the Year award in 1979 
and the BBC Design Award in 1987, 
plus an Honorary Doctor of Letters 
from the University of Kent in 1995. 

“He’s part of cartooning history, 
but really graphic satire history, be- 
cause he’s very influenced by people 
like George Grosz and Otto Dix work- 
ing in Germany in the 1920s and ’30s, 
and had that real sharpness of social 
observation,’ O’Brien says. 

She explains that from the mid- 
19th century through the 1950s, 
illustrations in magazines like Punch 
were Satirical but a bit polite, lacking a 
certain edge and the grotesqueness as- 
sociated with the golden age of British 
caricature. 

“But Steadman and Scarfe in the 
early 60s, in Private Eye, really re-es- 
tablished this sharper, satirical, more 
biting commentary on society and on 
politics,” she says. “He’s really a major 
link between the tradition of British 
cartooning and graphic satire.” 

Everything Steadman touches be- 
comes his own. His Paranoids (1986) 
— Polaroids whose emulsion he ma- 
nipulates as they develop — magically 
express the same splatter-and-line 
work of his drawings. (There’s a par- 
ticularly spooky, melty shot of an 
ambushed David Hockney.) In Still Life 
with Bottle (1994), he sets his sights 


on the world of single-malt whisky 
and illuminates the peaty liquid’s uni- 
verse in a way that only he can. 

In fact — along with his typical 
torrent of books, paintings, and il- 
lustrations — Steadman did quite a 
bit of work in both the wine and beer 
industries throughout the 1990s. He 
travelled the world documenting vine- 
yards for the U.K. company Oddbins 
Wine Merchants, and while he’s also 
worked with a handful of domestic 
winemakers, he’s most recognized in 
the U.S. for producing the labels for 
Flying Dog Brewery. 

“T love Ralph, he’s beloved. He’s the 
finest human being I’ve ever met,” says 
Flying Dog CEO Jim Caruso. “Possibly 
the one true artist in the world today.” 

Asked to elaborate, Caruso points 
to Steadman’s range as an artist. 

“It goes from him exposing and do- 
ing art about crooked politicians and 
greedy, unethical bankers, the horrors 
and evil of war, and the social tragedy 
of poverty,” he says. “He despises bul- 
lies. But he also has this broad range 
of fun and whimsical art — he does 
those ‘critters for gonzo-vation.’ ” 

Caruso is referring to a trilogy of 
books Steadman created with British 
writer-filmmaker Ceri Levy that were 
meant to raise awareness of extinct 
and endangered animals. In fact the 


series — Extinct Boids (2012), Nextinc- 
tion (2015), and Critical Critters (2017) 
— really gets at the essence of Stead- 
man’s work: anger, humor, action, and 
compassion all thrown together as 
drips, spats, pigments, and wild lines 
across the paper. 

Some of the drawings, such as 
“American Wild Ass” from Critical Crit- 
ters, show off a new approach Stead- 
man has developed, which he calls his 
“dirty water technique.” It consists 
of splashing the dirty water from his 
paint jar onto a sheet of watercolor 
paper, letting it dry, then divining out 
a creature from the depths of the con- 
trolled accident. 

Holding a terrifying painting of an 
evil dentist conjured from one of these 
spills, Steadman elaborates on the pro- 
cess. “Nature made it happen this way. 
All these textures are nature at work,” 
he says. “I look upon it as a reflection 
of the natural state of things, and it all 
happened by chance.” 

O’Brien is particularly taken by the 
dirty water technique. 

“He just has the sensibility of look- 
ing at the world as an artist, and any- 
thing can become material,” she says. 
“And he’s doing this in his 80s. It’s as- 
tonishing, and I think it’s so inspiring. 
He’s still drawing political figures, he’s 
drawing Trump. ... He’s commentat- 





ing. He’s still responding to the world 
in his own inimitable way, and he just 
has that freshness. Sometimes people 
get to a certain age and they just kind 
of repeat themselves. They’re known 

for a certain thing and they just coast 
along. But I feel Ralph’s not like that.” 


A few years back, Steadman pro- 
duced a masterful rendition of Walter 
White for a limited-edition box set of 
Breaking Bad. This year, he did the art 
for a Travis Scott and Quavo’s album, 
Huncho Jack, Jack Huncho. He’s also cre- 
ated poster art for the upcoming Broad- 
way comedy Gary: A Sequel to Titus 
Andronicus, starring Nathan Lane. And 
now, nearly 50 years after Fear and 
Loathing in Las Vegas was published, he’s 
gearing up to produce a new batch of im- 
ages for Rolling Stone. 

Why does he keep at it? Because 
in many ways, not much has changed 
since the 1970s. 

“People haven't stopped being 
unpleasant to each other,” Steadman 
says. “Why are there still wars? There 
are still millions of people suffering in 
hideous camps, all trying to escape to 
somewhere else. And in a way, they’re 
on a road to hell it seems. Things are 
not settled in any way.” 

He’s right. It feels like there’s more 
unrest in the modern world than ever. 
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Good Time Crucifix

And that’s precisely why Steadman’s 
work still holds water. 

“T think so many things that he has 
done still make us think about our 
relationship to the world, how we live, 
and our responsibility to think about 
our actions,” O’Brien says. “The great 
graphic artists ask questions and make 
us reflect on our own existence and 
what we do. Not only about whether 
or not people in positions of power are 
doing the right thing, but are we doing 
the right thing ourselves.” 

Kurt Vonnegut once wrote that 
Steadman was “the most gifted and 
effective existentialist artist” of his 
time, and the retrospective at the 
Haight Street Art Center sounds off a 
stalwart, maniacal, and powerful voice 
that’s been howling against all that’s 
rotten in the world for decades. 

Asked why he chose to start draw- 
ing cartoons in the first place, Stead- 
man replies, “I set out to change the 
world, and I succeeded. It’s worse now 
than it was when I started.” 

But the world is oddly brighter 
from his twisted, deafeningly beauti- 
ful approach to it. It’s clear he’s done 
exactly what he set out to do with his 
life. The question is, have we?

Peter Sagal is best-known as the humorous voice 
behind the long-running NPR radio game show Wait 
Wait ... Don’t Tell Me! But now, as he approaches 
middle age, he’s reinventing himself publicly as 
more than just a host, but a runner. In his new 
book The Incomplete Book of Running, Sagal explores 
the absurdity of the running world — and with 
more than a dozen marathons under his belt, he’s 
accrued more than enough experience to tell these 
tales.

oil paintings of Patti OLEON are highly rep- 
resentational depictions of period interiors, 
gathered during recent travels to Budapest, 
Prague, Venice, Berlin, and Istanbul, yet, 
like a stage set before the opening of a 
play, these interiors are resolutely devoid 
of human habitation.

“I am not a teacher,” Taylor Mac 
said at one point in the third hour of A 
24-Decade History of Popular Music. “T'ma 
reminder of things you've forgotten, dis- 
missed, or buried.” 

One thing that gets easily forgot- 
ten in the consumerist stampede that 
is the holiday season is Christmas 
has more to it than saccharine store 
displays and ugly fights over Nativity 
scenes in the public square. Gremlins is 
a holiday movie, for instance. So is Die 
Hard. Mac, a performance artist and 
drag queen whose extraordinary 240- 
song and -year retelling of American 
history played in four six-hour chunks 
at the Curran in September 2017, will 
return to that theater for 11 perfor- 
mances of Taylor Mac's Holiday Sauce at 
the end of the month. 

A 24-Decade History upended the 
standard American Pageant-style nar- 
rative in favor of a deeper understand- 
ing of how popular tunes are actually 
a vehicle for powerful ideologies that 
shape the nation’s consciousness, by 
buttressing a genocidal, white su- 
premacist, heteronormative, capitalist 
patriarchy. The sprawling work, Mac 
said again and again, is a “Radical Fa- 
erie realness ritual sacrifice.” And so, it 
turns out, is Holiday Sauce. 

“It’s an extension of the show,” Mac 
tells SF Weekly from Salt Lake City, 
where he’s staging an abridged version 
of A 24-Decade History. “It certainly 
wouldn’t exist if we hadn’t made the 
show. I think of it as ‘How can we make 
a ritual out of these performance-art 
concepts in that the holidays are a ritu- 
al that’s thrust on you every year?’ ” 

In other words, Christmas ain’t 
going anywhere, and if December 
brings you down, you're going to have 
to make your peace with it one way or 
another. So Mac, his set and costume 
designer Machine Dazzle, and a band 
of 10 musicians will be back with a 
similar cast of Dandy Minion helpers 
and a penchant for making audience 
uncomfortable to prove a point. At 
one point during the fourth part of 
A 24-Decade History, Mac ordered all 
white people who had paid for a tick- 
et to get up and let a self-identified 
person of color sit there instead, then 
extracted a promise from everyone 
that they’d go home and listen to 
Nina Simone. 

He brought this puckish energy 
to The Late Show with Stephen Colbert 
last week, singing Patti Smith’s “Peo- 
ple Have the Power” and inveighing 
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Let’s Get Sauced 


against the NRA and “that orange 
thing.” It’s a little more pointed than 
the average musical guest, but Mac 
— whose preferred pronoun is “judy” 
— says censorship is a relative rarity, 
Salt Lake City notwithstanding. 

“When I performed here last time,’ 
Mac says, “they had seen me and were 
like, ‘Can you not wear the thong?’ I 
have a thong that Machine put me in. 
They said, ‘All the people who come 
to see it will do is write and complain 
about the nudity on the stage, and we 
want them to focus on the show.’ ” 

Mac complied, wearing assless 
panties instead. 

“T told the story about how they 
didn’t want me to wear a thong, 
and then I turned around and the 
audience burst out laughing and ev- 
erybody applauded and nobody wrote 
nasty letters to the venue,” judy says. 
“T find there’s always a way around 
censorship.”

Having received a MacArthur Fel- 
lowship, colloquially known as a “Ge- 
nius Grant,” Mac is also comparatively 
flush with cash, as artists go. Rather 
than plow that $600,000 straight 
back into future productions like Hol- 
iday Sauce or his 2019 Broadway play, 
Gary: A Sequel to Titus Andronicus, 
starring Nathan Lane, Mac thought 
further ahead. 

“Thad the benefit of learning from 
my elders in the performance-art 
world,” judy says. “You do have to take 
care of yourself. A handful of them 
have gotten MacArthurs and they 
have no money right now because 
they thought they could spend it all on 
their art and they’d be fine. And now 
they don’t know how to pay rent.” 

That sense of prudent responsibil- 
ity is laudable, but it’s not necessar- 
ily going to carry over into Holiday 
Sauce. Mac’s longtime collaborator 
Machine Dazzle, hot off his success as

the Grand Marshal of Greenwich Vil- 
lage’s Halloween Parade last week, is 
reluctant to divulge too many details 
apart from that it will be a “beautifully 
messy two-hour show that’s “very 
shiny and very saucy,” with a Consen- 
sual Santa whose lap you may only sit 
in if you ask. 

“We like to describe the show as ev- 
erything you love and hate about the 
holidays, like “Christmas as calamity’ 
— anda slight undertone of Christ- 
mas with Grandma,” he says. “Our 
goal is to keep this show going every 
year and just keep adding to it, so in 
five years it'll be this huge spectacular, 
how-can-you-possibly-add-another- 
layer thing. That’s the idea and there 
are a lot of familiar songs in it, as you 
can imagine, but it’s very much in the 
spirit of the 24-Decade show.” 

In 2020, that show will have been 
a living theatrical production for a de- 
cade, and since it’s a cycle of decades, 


Mac and Dazzle intend on winding 

it down. By the time their fall 2019 
European tour is complete, they'll 
have brought it to almost every city 
with a venue that can afford to stage 
it, but they’re working on a sizzle reel 
for an eventual 24-hour-long film 
version. It’s already brought them to 
unusual places, including the site of a 
long-gone theme park in Virginia with 
15-to-20-foot statues of former U.S. 
presidents. 

“The theme park went belly up, 
so all of these huge weird sculptures 
were transported to this weird field,” 
Dazzle says. “So we got into drag with 
some Dandy Minions and we frolicked 
among the presidential busts.” 

They also attended a re-enactment 
of Paul Revere’s midnight ride called 
Battle on the Green, where their gaudy 
costumes from the show’s opening 
1776-86 decade elicited some slurs 
and insults. Dazzle describes Mac’s 
look as “Betsy Ross had an illegitimate 
trans child who ran away and opened 
a Washateria, and that’s the grand 
opening of America,” but the look was 
secondary to the act of simply being 
present. 

“There was this little parade in 
town on that day, so we just joined 
without asking. No one stopped us,” 
Dazzle says. “It’s about going to these 
American historical events and re-en- 
actments and memorials or places of 
interest and inserting the queer narra- 
tive just by being there, a continuation 
of the story because it doesn’t exist in 
the history books.” 

In lieu of the usual tricorn hat, 
Dazzle had on a balloon wig anda 
dance jacket, plus a studded punk belt 
wrapped around his waist with some 
fringe. 

“That’s usually what I wear for the 
first decade,” he says. “They’re styled 
after official Civil War uniforms, so I 
was a little early for that. But I wore 
it anyway, because I happened to have 
one and I like it — and if it’s not de- 
cade-appropriate, I don’t care. This is a 
queer story. Perfection is for assholes.”

How do youlampoona TV show that's already such a parody to begin with?

Everyone has a night out that ends in 
disaster at least once in their life, but few people 
wake up on a trash barge bound for a Belgian con- 
tainer port. That’s exactly what happens to Patsy 
Stone, international beauty and style guru, at the 
end of an Absolutely Fabulous episode in which her 
beleaguered friend Edina Monsoon loses her bid for 
a public-relations award that she'd attempted to rig 
by bribing the judges and hiring novelist Will Self to 
write her acceptance speech. 

It’s hilarious. But Sweetie, Darling, how is 
something like that going to translate to the 
stage? 

“It’s a scary show to try and do, because it is 
so good and it is so funny and it’s already sort of 
a parody,” says D’Arcy Drollinger, the producer of 
AbFab LIVE!. “You can’t do a parody of a parody 
but you can do an homage. We’re matching their 
comedy, versus scrutinizing it.” 

Compared to other shows that Drollinger and 
his team at Oasis have tackled for live drag re- 
makes — Star Trek, Buffy the Vampire Slayer, and 
even Sex and the City — AbFab is an “interesting, 
delicate balance.” Patsy and Eddie are already drag 
queens, Drollinger says, so the cast has to be es- 
pecially funny to pull it off consistently during the 
run (Nov. 8-Dec. 1). 

“Tm jealous that I can’t be in it,” Drollinger 
says, unwittingly punning on the title of the orig- 
inal episode’s name. “But I can’t be in everything. 
Michael Phillis is killing it as Patsy, and we’ve got 
David Bicha, Lavale Davis/Coco Buttah, Peggy 
L’Eggs — it’s in great comedic hands.” 

In addition to “Jealous,” Oasis will also re-cre- 
ate “Sex,” an episode from the same AbFab season 
that sees Edina attempting to host a male-pros- 
titute-filled orgy the same night her straitlaced 
daughter has a school presentation on genetics 
and ethics. Now that the UK series is more than a 
quarter-century old, it’s possible that some of the 
jokes and references may not necessarily land. 

“Some things, obviously, I want to keep true to 
the show that I feel are important, and yes, those 
will fly over 90 percent of people’s heads except 
for the AbFab-ophiles who will know those refer- 
ences, Drollinger says, adding that occasionally 
Oasis will swap in something more contemporary 
or American to retain the comedic punch. 

“Each one is its own case, in the sense that if 
the joke depends on it then we've got to get some- 
thing more universally recognizable,” he says, 
“versus an aside during the setup. We can leave it, 
if it’s not intrinsic to the joke.” 

Staying true to the source material characteriz- 
es all Oasis’ shows, particularly the annual holiday 
tradition of the Golden Girls re-enactments, star- 
ring Heklina, Matthew Martin, Holotta Tymes, 
and others. The dedication to matching Dorothy 
Zbornak’s ugly sweaters is commendable, and 
Drollinger says they’ve gone to similar lengths 
with AbFab’s co-stars. With Edina, it’s almost eas- 
ier in that she’s a hopeless trend-chaser perpetu- 
ally going way overboard. Patsy, for all her amoral

hedonism, is a fairly conservative power-dresser, 
with her severe beehive and St. John suits meant 
to convey a degree of director-level fashionista 
affluence (in spite of the fact that she rents a room 
above a discount liquor store). 

“We're re-creating Edina’s look in the first 
scene of Jealous’ when she goes to the PR-PR 
Awards,” he says. “Patsy’s dress — while it’s not 
exactly the same, we found an amazing black- 
and-gold dress that harkens to the same one she’s 
wearing. ... We found some old [Christian] Lac- 
roix. Edina has to have her Lacroix. I’m trying to 
decide how appropriate it will be to have a LaCroix 
water that everyone calls ‘Lacroix.’ I feel like we 
have to try. 

“It’s so specific,” he adds. “When you think 
about AbFab, you think of the hair, Edina being a 
mess, and a bottle of Stoli. And cigarettes. That’s 
what you could put on sock puppets and make it 
work.” 

As with other Oasis shows of this type, there 
will be audience participation. Star Trek LIVE! had 
trivia with prizes, but this time, it’s actors immer-

sively working the room as if the audience were 
the audience for the PR-PR Awards. Doing his own 
publicity for a show about a show that mocks the 
pretensions of public relations as a profession, 
Drollinger admits to a certain spontaneity about 
it. Absolutely Fabulous is an English farce, after all 
— one with a fair amount of pratfalls. 

Whereas Buffy the Vampire Slayer had Shake- 
spearean-style stage combat and a cinematic 
sound effect attached to every drag queen’s cho- 
reographed punch and kick, AbFab LIVE! is a little 
looser. 

“We've got lots of people playing lots of char- 
acters, lots of wigs coming on and off,” Drollinger 
says. “I feel like that’s true to the Oasis: everyone 
tap-dancing as fast as they can!”

The Great Buster: A Celebration 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the 
Opera Plaza Cinema. 
There’s something comforting about 
the fact that Peter Bogdanovich’s Buster 
Keaton documentary The Great Buster: A 
Celebration begins with Bogdanovich on 
The Dick Cavett Show in 1972, discuss- 
ing the climax of Keaton’s 1925 Seven 
Chances. OI! Pete’s the same as ever! Much 
like his 1971 Directed by John Ford, Bog- 
danovich’s The Great Buster is as mucha 
personal essay as a history report, and 
probably not worlds different from what 
it would be like to hang out with him 
watching Keaton films. Indeed, The Great 
Buster: A Celebration is at its best when 
it’s just Bogdanovich pointing out all the 
great stuff in Keaton’s movies, particularly 
Buster’s mid-’20s peak with Steamboat Bill, 
Jr. and the stone-cold classic The General. 
The talking-head segments are a bit dodg- 
ier; the implication seems to be that Jack- 
ass’ Johnny Knoxville is Keaton’s closest 
successor, probably because Bogdanovich 
doesn’t have Jackie Chan’s number in his 
Rolodex. (And you just know he still uses 
a Rolodex.) Werner Herzog talking about 
Buster Keaton also doesn’t compute, while 
the awful Quentin Tarantino stinks up 
the joint with his usual awfulness. And it’s 
swell that Richard Lewis owns a replica of 
Keaton’s porkpie hat, but not as swell as 
it would have been to see more of Buster 
doing his thing in The Great Buster.

Monrovia, Indiana

Wiseman’s 43rd documentary, Monrovia, 
Indiana, is his shortest film in 25 years. It’s 
also Wiseman’s first film since 2010’s Box- 
ing Gym to be set in the middle of the U.S. 
rather than a coast, and in a milieu that 
lacks the diversity of Wiseman’s last two 
films, In Jackson Heights and Ex Libris: The 
New York Public Library. In his usual way, 
Wiseman’s camera travels through the en- 
virons in a series of languid tableaus, oc- 
casionally going inside a building to watch 
white people going on about their lives. As 
the saying goes, there’s not as much there 
there, and it’s almost aggressively apoliti- 
cal. Exactly when it was filmed is unclear, 
but we know that these are the demo- 
graphics who voted for Trump. (When the 
first person of color appears in the form of 
a wedding singer, it’s almost jarring.) The 
viewer never gets the sense that, say, what 
restroom a given trans person uses will af- 
fect the lives of Monrovia’s citizens in any 
way — with the exception of the teenag- 
ers seen in the local high school, some of 
whom are statistically queer. Monrovia, In- 
diana is a portrait of a place that looks nice 
to be from, but maybe not one that should 
determine the fate of the nation. SC

Z&Y Bistro Minds Its Ps & Qs

Can you ever really have too 
many chilies? 

The answer to that — or whether 
you read it as a straightforward inqui- 
ry or a rhetorical question — may be 
found at Z&Y Bistro, a spinoff of the 
acclaimed Z&Y Restaurant, chef-own- 
er Li Jun Han’s consistently good 
Szechuan eatery on Jackson Street. 
The kitchen must go through enough 
chilis to give Cal/OSHA pause. The 
word “mainstay” is an ugly, colorless 
cliche, but Z&Y is the epitome of a 
Chinatown mainstay: It’s a Bib Gour- 
mand winner that consistently hovers 
around the periphery of Best-in-S.F. 
lists, with comfort foods like wonton 
soup served alongside various meats 
in flaming chili oil and a heavy helping 
of offal. 

As a little sibling, Z&Y Bistro pares 
down the mothership’s menu, grafts 
on some Japanese dishes, and adds 
a commendable wine and sake list. 
Asian-fusion, yes, but executed from 
a culinary vantage point and nota 
marketing one. In terms of decor, it’s 
less Cal/OSHA than Osha Thai, with 
an atmosphere that almost begs to be 
forgotten — exposed brick notwith- 
standing — but Z&Y is worthy of your 
time for a few reasons, all of which 
are food. 

First, it’s just as much a successor 
to the first Z&Y as to places like Ter- 
ra Cotta Warrior and Old Mandarin 
Islamic, which eschew the coastal 
regions for China's rugged west. Rice 
is less important than noodles, vege- 
tables are subordinated to meat, and 
there is virtually no subtlety. “Hot” 
and “numbing” are the poles here, 
and the Chinese half of Z&Y Bistro’s 
menu falls between them. Start with 
cool-but-not-cold “Couple’s Delight,” 
imported straight from the first Z&Y. 
It’s as unusual as it is simple, a pile of 
meat looking as if it had been shaved 
off a shawarma or kebab cone and 
then ladled out of a lake of fire. 

The duck tongue in a clay pot 
($18.95) is essentially a delicious pile 
of meat swimming in Szechuan chili 
oil with fragments of chilies all over 
it like unexploded ordnance, plus 
green beans and lotus root. Yes, you 
will have to reckon with some carti- 
laginous bits, but the numbness is 
too satisfying. It’s the most veg-heavy 
dish, although there are jalapenos in 
there in addition to the red chilies. If 
you want the heat without the organ 
meat, a pot of six spicy pork-and- 
chicken dumplings has it ($8.95). 
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Couple’s Delight 
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They’re dense and firm, without the Q 
texture of their Taiwanese equivalents, 
but rustic and eminently satiating, 
as if they lured some shepherds out 
of a sandstorm on the steppe. “Fish 
in Flaming Chili Oil” is hard to re- 
sist, though, and you shouldn't. This 
$18.95 beauty has a texture so flaky 
it’s a miracle it left the kitchen intact. 
The other half of the menu is Japa- 
nese, mostly yakitori. Here, too, offal 
reigns, as in options like chicken liver 
(roasted until they began to fuse). 
Although the duck breast yakitori is 
perfectly wonderful, it’s the eringi 
mushroom skewers — also known as 
king trumpets, $7.95 — that had the 
best texture, with less residual oil. 
There’s ramen, too, including soy, 
miso, and tonkotsu. Since it’s from 
deep in China’s interior, I suppose 


the lanzhou ($12.95) is technically 
not a ramen but a beef noodle soup, 
and what its broth lacks in tonkotsu 
richness balances out in the chew of 
the noodles. “Soup that eats like a 
meal” was the tagline for Campbell’s 
Chunky line a few years back, but this 
is still an accurate description — and 
it makes this writer hunger for the 
Shaanxi boomlet of 2014, when San 
Francisco suddenly had thick, hand- 
pulled noodles everywhere. But few 
if any of those restaurants had beer- 
and-wine licenses, and Z&Y Bistro has 
a sturdy list of wines (all by the glass, 
and most from California) plus a few 
sakes, including good old milky-white 
Sho Chiku Bai nigori. 

The main flaw with Z&Y isn’t what 
it has but what it lacks. There aren’t 
enough appetizers or small plates, 
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and what few there are either aim low 
(edamame) or largely replicate the big- 
ger dishes in style and flavor profile. 
Many people can only order so many 
chef’s recommendations that are listed 
under the heading of flaming or explo- 
sive, and Z&Y risks foisting palate ex- 
haustion on its patrons without some 
pickled vegetables or cucumber salads. 
But on the whole, the execution is 
smart even if the range is limited. 
Ruggedness was seldom so refined.

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Foxsister 
Relaunches for

Foxsister, Brandon Kirksey’s 
unorthodox and occasionally chili-oil- 
filled Korean restaurant on 24th Street 
has been a spot for soju slushies and vari- 
ous bulgogis ever since it opened last No- 
vember. It’s also no stranger to 
switch-ups. Over the summer, Kirksey, 
who’s put in stints at Slanted Door and 
Jardiniére, added a Korean fried-chicken 
dinner and a Saturday-and-Sunday 
brunch called Benedict that serves a 
number of variations on that weekend 
staple. 

Now, for its one-year anniversa- 
ry, Foxsister has changed things up 
again. As of Nov. 7, the entire menu 
has gotten an overhaul to look beyond 
the Korean peninsula. The queso dip 
and the fried chicken aren't going 
anywhere, but they’ll be joined by 
more upscale fare like a house-made 
Thai-style sausage and semolina fried 
oysters with preserved lemon and roe. 
In a nod to its chef’s work in Italian 
kitchens, Foxsister will also offer a 
bunch of house-made noodle dishes, 
cleverly threading a needle that other 
“universal pasta” concepts failed to 
execute with much panache. With help 
from beverage director Anna Nguyen 
(formerly of Robin, Kinjo, and Liholiho 
Yacht Club), Foxsister will reorient to 
become sake-centric, anchoring it to 
the pastas in the manner of an old- 
school Italian joint. 

In other words, Foxsister is expand- 
ing from its initial plan rather than 
abandoning it altogether. And Bene- 
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dict, the weekend pop-up that went 
permanent, is staying right where it 
is. Change is good but some things are 
too tasty to mess with.

Last year, brewmaster Scott Ungermann 
aged it for a year in bourbon, brandy, and 
whiskey barrels before tasting everything 
and the blend that emerged combined 
whiskey, vanilla, and winter-spice notes.

Gimbap at Woori 
Market

There’s just something about a great 
grocery store that always gets me going, especially 
international ones. I love food markets with unique 
packaged goods, different variations of prepared 
foods, and all the drinks and candies covered with 
foreign designs. Digging through edible wonders 
that have travelled far and wide to reach our shelves 
can be addicting. It’s the best way to discover a new 
dish or ingredient that may quickly become a part of 
your weekly diet. If you're looking for a new place 
like this to shop and explore, you're in luck, because 
San Francisco has a ton. 

My current favorite is Woori Food Market, an 
inconspicuous Korean grocery store chock-full 
of Asian goodies. On Fillmore Street at Geary 
Boulevard, Woori’s shelves and refrigerated 
cases are packed with all kinds of tofu and soy- 
bean-pastes, dried noodles and instant soups, 
and a bunch of fresh produce. But what makes 
Woori truly special are the prepared foods to go. 
The three-year-old Woori doubles as a catering 
business, and what most people may not see past 
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Countdown to 


the crowded, narrow interior is the fully staffed, 
commercial-sized kitchen beyond the back wall. 
It’s responsible for the copious amounts of home- 
made kimchi — ranging from Napa cabbage to 
cucumber and radish — whole grilled fish, onigiri, 
and braised pork shanks. 

Once you enter, you'll be faced with a case full 
of different varieties of freshly made gimbap. 
Gimbap looks like a sushi roll in the sense that it’s 
white rice wrapped in nori with colorful fillings in 
the center. Usually containing pickled radish, car- 
rot, egg, and spinach, most gimbap is either veg- 
etarian or filled with sliced beef. At Woori, they 
play with the traditional recipe and on any given 
day could be serving tuna salad gimbap, spicy an- 
chovy, or even cheese. If you're a big sushi eater, 
they’re a fun twist on something that seems so 
familiar but which might be a little bit different. 
Other standouts on Woori’s menu are the jeon — 
half-dollar-sized combination pancakes with any- 
thing from seafood to kimchi — different types 
of banchan, and even more exotic side dishes like 
nakji jutgal, or spicy pickled octopus. The menu is 
large and it’s always changing, so you never know 
what you're going to find. 

We all could probably take a little more time 
to prepare lunch in the morning, to stay in shape 
or save a buck, but because of places like Woori, 
maybe we don't need to. The portions are perfect, 
the recipes are healthy, and the prices are right.

Lasting for 20 years in any ca- 
reer is an accomplishment. Enduring 
that long in the music business — a can- 
nibalistic industry in which nearly 90 
percent of the profits go to corporations 
— is cause for celebration. Making it two 
decades while playing in a band known 
for making offhand comments and en- 
gaging in outrageous onstage antics is a 
goddamn fucking miracle. 

So, what has been the secret to the 
longevity of Black Lips, the Atlanta 
band that started while guitarist Cole 
Alexander and bassist Jared Swilley 
were in their teens and which will cele- 
brate its 20th anniversary next year? 

“There aren’t any other options for 
us,” says Swilley, whose group co-head- 
lines the Great American Music Hall 
with Danish rockers Iceage on Friday, 
Nov. 9.

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Lady Lady and #MeToo

“From a shallow standpoint, I 
like nice things,” Masego says. 

Winding along a forest-shrouded 
road in his East Coast tour bus, he 
explains the importance of luxury on 
his debut studio album, Lady Lady. The 
album, he says, “is a perfect split be- 
tween deep and shallow luxury. I like 
to dress well, I like to look good, I like 
to smell good. But on a deeper level, 
you have to identify yourself as a king 
or queen. You have to carry yourself 
with a little more royalty.” 

For the 25-year-old rapper and 
singer, faith in himself is not only a 
theme of his artistry, but the crux 
of his whole career. Although his 
worldwide tours and partnerships 
with household names like Goldlink 
and FKJ seem to have happened in- 
stantaneously, Masego arrived on the 
hip-hop scene gradually rather than 
overnight. He dropped out of college 
three years ago to dedicate himself 
to songwriting, and began rapping 
and playing saxophone over beats he 
stole from SoundCloud. Eventually, 
he befriended producer Medasin, and 
the two of them collaborated online 
to create his first EP, The Pink Polo EP, 
which includes his first mainstream 
hit, “Girls That Dance.” 

Since then, Masego has worked 
nonstop to “learn how to tour, take my 
songs from the record to onstage, and 
become myself or whatever.” This past 
September, he released his album Lady 
Lady, 14 tracks that hybridize jazz, 
trap, and house to celebrate, as its title 
suggests, all things female. Connect- 
ing with women has always come more 
instinctively to Masego than connect- 
ing with men. 

“That’s just my personal journey,” 
he says. “You can't really choose what 
influences you. You can’t choose what 
sparks something inside you. But it 
just happened to be women with me, 
and I just ran with that for the album.” 

However, Masego emphasizes, his 
intention isn’t to anoint a single wom- 
an as his muse or to put the opposite 
sex on a pedestal. 

“IT thought back to my first-ever 
crush,” he says, “all the way back to 
the most recent woman I had a con- 
versation with, and I took a lot of 
time to reflect on what kind of growth 
happened within me because of my 
interaction with these women. 

“T would say [I learned] to be a lot 
more blunt,” he adds. “It would’ve 
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gotten me out of some trouble. A lot 
of times we don’t appreciate bluntness 
— or a Charlamagne level of honesty 
— until later on in life.” 

The intricate processes of falling 
in and out of love with women show 
up all over Lady Lady. Masego’s song 
“Just a Little” was inspired by the 
feeling of being “on the fence, and not 
wanting to admit you're really feeling 
a person.” On his track “24 Hr. Rela- 
tionship,” he and Kehlani chronicle 
the messy uncertainties following a 
one-night stand. “Whether people 
want to admit it or not, some people 
have had very short, temporary situa- 
tion-ships,” Masego says. “The album’s 
a conversation about modern love and 
modern relationships. Rather than 
painting myself as this perfect gentle- 
man that’s the Black Love and all that, 
I wanted to write about something 
I’ve actually felt and gone through. It 
would be dishonest to pretend that 
everything is easy, and we’re all on 
farms, and we find one woman and 
we just get married. It just seems so 
corny.” 

Pushing farther, Masego elabo- 
rates, “There’s a lot of in the middle, 


having to figure out the perfect situ- 
ation for you and your partner.” He 
pauses, perhaps noticing the weary 
tone he’s adopted when discussing 
partnership. 

“But I love exploring that,” he adds. 
“Everyone has these unique relation- 
ships that work for them.” 

Even as Masego engages with the 
traditions of hip-hop — “24 Hr. Rela- 
tionship” is an homage to the OutKast 
song “Where Are My Panties (Inter- 
lude)” — he expresses an eagerness 
to move past the tropes of the genre 
that denigrate women. He acknowl- 
edges that much of trap and hip-hop 
describe women as a crude “means to 
sex,’ and stresses that this isn’t an at- 
titude he condones. “There were three 
women in my household growing up, 
so I definitely never felt that way. My 
mother got that out of my head early.” 

After a year of Harvey Weinsteins 
and Bill Cosbys and Brett Kavanaughs, 
it’s easy to feel disillusioned about 
the perception of women in American 
culture, or dare to hope for any sem- 


blance of gender equality in the future. 


Masego understands the weight of 
the #MeToo movement on his female 


counterparts, and knows that sup- 
porting women goes beyond writing 
romantic crooner tracks and naming 
an album Lady Lady. 

“It comes down to rewriting the 
narrative, and involving [women] in 
everything, and respecting them along 
the way,” Masego says. “Something I 
do naturally is I just involve women in 
my professional work. I hire them, I 
pay them, I put them in the workplace 
I’m involved in.” Adopting a more 
impassioned, indignant tone, Masego 
continues, “It’s simple. I don’t think 
it’s too hard. When I hear these wild 
stories, I can’t fathom doing these 
ridiculous things to women. Women 
steer the ship, you know?” 

Still Masego holds hope for men 
and women alike, and emphasizes the 
critical role music plays in his opti- 
mism for the future. 

“To continue to make music, you 
have to continue to live life, you 
know?” he says. “And that’s all ’m 
trying to do.”

A Japanese Buddhist term for “sudden enlightenment,’ Amsterdam’s otherworldly minded producer Satori fleshes 
out human emotion in his ambitious style of house and dance music, incorporating various organic elements into 
his production method. Born Djordje Petrovic, the producer grew up immersed in the sounds of Afrobeat, jazz, and 
Balkan music thanks to his family, inspiring Petrovic to teach himself the guitar at a young age, and later piano in his 
teens. Petrovic credits his lack of formal music education to his idiosyncratic and multifaceted sound, forcing himself 
to carve out his own melodies and rhythms naturally. On stage, Satori opts for more than your standard DJ setup, 
bringing multiple MIDI-keyboards and other instruments to create a densely layered, atmospheric sound that is in- 
tensified by Petrovic’s enchanting vocals. Like the sharp minds behind the onset of German krautrock, Satori brings 
a smooth improvisational element to his work, in which all of the parts come together for a hard-hitting resolution.

Detouring into socially conscious lyricism with a heavy dose of absurdism, Open Mike Eagle is a staple within un- 
derground rap circles and an instant favorite for those whose radar he may have initially slid under. Born Michael W. 
Eagle I, the sharp-tongued MC and comedian was born and raised in Chicago. Upon graduating from Southern IIli- 
nois University, he moved to Los Angeles to live with his father and soon became involved with rap collective Project 
Blowed, meeting fellow astute MCs Dumbfoundead and Psychosiz, who all formed the group Thirsty Fish in 2007. The 
title of Eagle’s 2010 debut solo album, Unapologetic Art Rap, is a dead-on description of what the listener is in for: a 
wholly self-aware dissection of hip-hop, scattered with brutally blunt political commentary and quirky mannerisms 
that keep the record exciting throughout its runtime. Eagle’s latest LP, Brick Body Kids Still Daydream, is a woefully 
underrated hip-hop treasure from last fall that is a sober and heartfelt eulogy to his troubled childhood home in Chi- 
cago, adding a layer of subtle yet genuine humor that is unique to Eagle’s songwriting. Tim Casagrande

The results were two sibling EPs, Down at the Root (Part 1) and (Part 2), two woozy and hypnotic daydreams 
that double as a sincere reflection on Adoja’s identity, as well as a platform to spotlight Adoja’s keen songwriting tal- 
ent. Adoja is currently prepping the release of her new EP A Tale So Familiar, and pre-released single “DOOA” hints at 
expansive production and sublime vocal treatment.

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(ej ae) WHAT AIN'T BROKE

I’ve been spending a lot of time lately thinking 
about myself and my sexuality and my romantic 
self. I can log on and easily find someone to fuck. 
I’m a bear-built top guy. There are ladies in my 
life who choose to share their beds with me. I can 
find subs to tie up and torture. (I’m kinky and 
bi.) What I can’t find is a long-term partner. The 
problem is that after I fuck/sleep with/torture 
someone, my brain stops seeing them as sexual 
and moves them into the friend category. I have 
friends that I used to fuck regularly, that now it’s 
a chore to get it up for. Sure, the sex still feels 
good, but it’s not passionate. And when it’s all 
said and done, they’re still in the “friend” cate- 
gory in my brain. Some of them have suggested 
being more, but I’ve recoiled. There’s nothing 
wrong with them, but they’re friends, not poten- 
tial partners. I’m 32, and my siblings are married 
and having kids, and the people I grew up with 
are married and having kids. And here I am not 
able to find a long-term significant other. Am I 
broken? Should I just accept that, at least for me, 
sexual partners and domestic/romantic partners 
will always be separate categories? 

Always Alone 


What if you're not like most everyone else? 
What if this is just how your sexuality works? 
What if you're wired—emotionally, romantically, 
sexually—for intense but brief sexual connec- 
tions that blossom into wonderful friendships? 
And what if you've been tricked into thinking 
you re broken because the kind of successful long- 
term relationships your siblings and friends have 
are celebrated and the kind of successful short- 
term relationships you have are stigmatized? 

If your siblings and friends want to have the 
kinds of relationships they’re having—and its 
possible some do not—they will feel no inner 
conflict about their choices while simultaneously 
being showered with praise for their choices. But 
what are they really doing? They’re doing what 
they want, they’re doing what makes them happy, 
they’re doing what works for them romantically, 
emotionally, and sexually. And what are you do- 
ing? Maybe you're doing what you want, AA, may- 
be you're doing what could make you happy. So 
why doesn’t it make you happy? Maybe because 
you ve been made to feel broken by a culture that 
holds up one relationship model—the partnered 
and preferably monogamous pair—and insists 
that this model is the only healthy and whole 
option, and that anyone who goes a different way, 
fucks a different way, or relates a different way is 
broken. 

Now, it’s possible you are broken, of course, 
but anyone could be broken. You could be bro- 
ken, I could be broken, your married siblings and 
friends could be broken. (Regarding your siblings 
and friends: Not everyone who marries and has 
kids wanted marriage and kids. Some no doubt 
wanted it, AA, but others succumbed to what 
was expected of them.) But here’s a suggestion 
for something I want you to try, something that 
might make you feel better because it could very 
well be true: Try to accept that, for you, sexual 
partners and domestic/romantic partners might 
always be separate, and that doesn’t mean you're 
broken. If that self-acceptance makes you feel 
whole, AA, then you have your answer. 
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I might make a different suggestion if your 
brief-but-intense sexual encounters left a lot of 
hurt feelings in their wake. But that’s not the 
case. You hook up with someone a few times, 
you share an intense sexual experience, and you 
feel a brief romantic connection to them. And 
when those sexual and romantic feelings subside, 
you re not left with a string of bitter exes and en- 
emies, but with a large and growing circle of good 
friends. Which leads me to believe that even if 
you aren't doing what everyone else is doing, AA, 
you re clearly doing something right. 

P.S. Another option if you do want to get 
married someday: a companionate marriage to 
one of your most intimate friends—someone like 
you, AA, who also sees potential life partners and 
potential sex partners as two distinct categories 
with no overlap—and all the Grindr hookups and 
BDSM sessions you like with one-offs who be- 
come good friends. 


I’m a 28-year-old straight man married toa 
26-year-old straight woman. My wife and I were 
watching a video about sex and the female or- 
gasm, and they were talking about how, unlike 
men, women don’t have a refractory period after 
orgasm. We were confused because we are almost 
the complete opposite. I have never experienced 
drowsiness, lessened sensitivity, or quickened 
loss of erection after orgasm. My wife, on the 
other hand, doesn’t even like me kissing her bits 
after orgasm. She says they feel tender and sore 
afterward, and this feeling can last for hours. Is 
this normal? 


Newlywed’s Orgasms Rarely Multiply 


What you describe isn’t the norm, NORM, but 
it’s your norm. 

Most men temporarily lose interest in sex 
immediately after climaxing. It’s called the re- 
fractory period, and it can last anywhere from 15 
minutes (for teenagers) to 24 hours (for old-tim- 
ers). It’s ahormone thing: After a guy comes, his 
pituitary gland pumps prolactin into his blood- 
stream—and prolactin blocks dopamine, the 
hormone that makes a dude horny and keeps him 
horny. But some men release very little prolactin 
and consequently have short refractory periods; 
a handful of men have no refractory period at all 
and are capable of multiple orgasms. You don’t 
mention the ability to come again and again, 
but you do sound exceptional in that you don’t 
lose your erection after you come. Your wife also 
sounds exceptional, NORM, since most orgasmic 
women are capable of having multiple orgasms— 
but most women + all women. (I’ve always loved 
what groundbreaking sex researcher Mary Jane 
Sherfey wrote in 1966: “The more orgasms she 
has, the more she can have—for all intents and 
purposes, the human female is sexually insatia- 
ble.” Emphasis hers.) 

But again, NORM, there’s nothing wrong with 
either of you. It’s just that your norm isn’t the 
norm—and that’s only a problem if you choose to 
regard it as one.
